Tuesday the fate of “votes for wo­ 
m en’’ will he decided at the polls by 
vote on an amendment to the State 
constitution, which, if adopted, will 
give the women of the Empire State 
who are of* voting age the full rights 
of the ballot. 
Undaunted by their previous defeat 
in New York 
the 
suffragists 
have 
waged a battle which for intensity 
has seldom been equaled in the poli­ 
tical 
history 
of 
New York. 
Party 
lines throughout the State have been 
swept aside. 
The campaign has been 
waged virtually by the proponents of 
suffrage, but In the face of quiet and 
organized opposition on the part of 
the anti suffragists and either apathy 
or 
open 
opposition 
on the part 
of 
many leaders of the two older political 
parties. 
Other political leaders, how­ 
ever. have joined the women’s forces 
and have worked in the open for the 
success of the amendment. 
Both sides claim victory with the 
close of 
the campaign.

York State Suffrage Association and 
its allied organizations have conduct­ 
ed a tireless campaign, sending "fly­ 
ing squadrons” into every city, town 
and village from one end of tho State 
to the other.

i Most persons doubtless regard the in­ 
creased letter mail rates as “some” in­ 
crease, to U8e a popular Hlang phrase 
But

persons 
belong 
to 
the 
younger generation, who have never 
had experience with any other rate 
than the two cents per half-ounce rate 
which ends today. 
The older genera­ 
tion can easily recall the day when the 
3-cent rate prevailed, while many per­ 
sons still living can look back to the 
time when they hailed with delight 
the establishm ent of three cent post­ 
age as a big reduction over the rates 
they had been paying. 
Three-cent postage was first intro 
duced in 1851, four years after postage 
stamps first came into general use in 
the United States. 
When first intro­ 
duced the three-cent rate was limited 
to distances of less than 3,000 miles, 
and the prepayment 
of 
the postage 
was 
optional. 
The 
three-cent 
rate 
pravailed until 1883, when by act of 
Congress the postage 
on 
first-class 
mail was reduced to two cents per 
half ounce. 
While the 
increase 
in the 
letter 
mail postage is In reality only a re­ 
turn to the rates which prevailed up 
to 1883, the increase in the portal 
card rate to two cents is an enure 
novelty. 
Since postal cards w-ere first 
provided for by act of Congress in 
1872 they have always sold for one 
cent.

observed, today

days of solemnity and remembrance 
of the departed—occasions on which 
the graves In the silent cities of the 
dead are bedecked with flowers and 
the survivors of the deceased per­ 
petuate the memories of their depart­ 
ed ones in a proper manner. 
For the observance of All Saints 
and All Souls Days preparations have 
been in progress by many of the Mex­ 
ican people for some weeks past. dur­ 
ing which time 
they have

place of their dead. 
Others secure the 
fresh natural flowers from the gar­ 
dens, assemble them in dainty bou­

Today thousands of people are In 
the cemeteries in observance of the 
day, and many who went out to the 
cemeteries early this morning will re­
